Attorney Fauntleroy Presents His Case to 
Chief-Justice Miller and Secures an 
Order Suspending the Execution of the 
Death Sentence—The Effect of the Chief- 
Justice’s Action.

Fauntleroy, attorney for Hugh Mottram 
Brooks, or Maxwell, presented the luw point 
in the case this morning to Chief-Justice Miller 
of the United States Supreme Court, who is 
stopping here at the Ocean View Hotel, and 
obtained from him a writ of error in the case. 
The effect of this order will be to bring the

M. de Cassagnac Declares the General’s 
Terms Murderous, 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
PARIS, August 4.—The papers are full of the 
Boulanger-Ferry fiasco. Yesterday several 
well-known arbiters in affairs of honor and 
veteran duelists were interviewed. Some of 
the items are given below. Paul de Cassagnac 
Says that the seconds on both sides have 
shown great inexperience in their conduct.

Boulanger were murderous, and by no means 
justified by the nature of the affront, and 
the seconds of Ferry were right in re- 
fusing to accept them. In conclusion, M. de 
Cassagnac says that the matter cannot be al- 
lowed to stand as it is, and that new seconds 
must be chosen and the terms of the meeting, 
which he pronounced unavoidable, be deter 
mined on by a committee of expert duelists.

Boulanger were quite within their rights in 
demanding the choice of weapons and hour 
and place of meeting, in which M. Ferry re- 
fused to acquiesce, though these privileges 
are guaranteed to the offended and challeng- 
ing party by the code.

THE CANADIAN LIBERAL LEADER, 


Mr. Wilfred Laurier, Blake’s Successor 


Defines His Position—The Fisheries. 


OTTAWA, ONTARIO, August 4.—The retirement 
of Mr. Blake from the leadership of the 
Liberal party in the Dominion Parliament 
resulted in the election of Wilfred Laurier as 
his successor. \Yesterday Mr. Laurier was 
called upon ata political gathering, held at 
Somerset, to clearly define the policy he 


intended to pursue as leader of the 
party. In addressing the audience 
of from five to seven thousand 


people, who had assembled to hear him, he 
said that it had always deen the desire of him- 
self and the Liberal party to secure a renewal 
of reciprocity with the United States. Sir 
John Macdonald's Government, he continued, 
had always thrown every possible obstruction 
in the way, which had tended to prevent any 
negotiations which might result satisfactorily. 

In fact, he said, they (referring to the 
party of which Sir John is leader) have lost 
no opportunity of throwing dirt into the face 
of the United States and the authorities at 
Washington, which in effect has precluded 
every possibility of any satisfactory result 
being arrived at. The Liberal party, while 
strongly in favor ofa reciprocity treaty with 
the United States, are opposed to the scheme 
of commercial union until more definite infor- 
mation has been gathered as to the probable 
result of such a radical change in the fiscal 
policy of the two countries. 

It is clearly evident that the promising 
young leader of the Liberal party does not, 
for the present at least, favor the commercial 
union scheme. 

AMERICAN SLOOPS SEIZED. 
The Department of Fisheries was, on Tues- 


sloops, named Fanny and the James A. Gar- 
field. They were caught in the Quoddy River, 
New Brunswick, bound for Eastport, Me., 
with cargoes of herring, and had neither 
entered nor cleared atany Canadian custom- 
house. Pending the receipt of further par- 
ticulars the department gave instructions to 
release the vessels on the deposit of a small 
fine. 
INACCURATE STATEMENTS. 

In referring to the fisheries question, yester- 
day morning, the Deputy Minister of Fisher- 
ies expressed his regret that the statements 
frequently communicated to the American 
press with reference to the recent seizure or 
detention of Ameriean fishing vessels were 
not of a more accurate character. It is made 
to appear from the statements published in 
the American papers that the crews of the 
escaped vessels, Col. J. H. French and Ar- 
gonaut, brought to Souris by the Canadian 
cruiser Critic, were not well treated and 
also that transport to their homes in 
other fishing vessels had been denied them. 
These statements, the deputy says, are incor- 
rect. In regard to the first thp Collector of 
Customs at Souris was instructed by the Fish- 
eries Department immediately upon being ad- 
vised of the seizure of the boats and seines 
and the detention of the crews to see that the 
men were properly taken care of and supplied 


with food and other necessaries. With 
regard to the second charge, the dep- 
uty said that the Collector was in- 


structed that the men should be allowed 
to goon any homeward-bound vessel it the 
American Consular Agent at Souris would 
give an assurance that the men would not be 
put on board of the escaped vessels. It wouid 
appear that prior tothe receipt of these in- 
structions the men had been sent home by the 
steamer from Charlottetown. He further 
stated that the department has information 
that there are at the present time over 200 
American fishing vessels in the vicinity of 
Northbay, Prince Edward Island, very few of 
which have secured good fares. Some have 
abandoned their fishing voyage and gone 
home. 8 
A HOPEFUL VIEW. 

ToroNTO, Ontario, August 4.—A cable dis- 
pateb from London to the Globe says; Fresh 
proposals for a settlement of the fisheries dis.

At 
11:30 o’ clock last night, while sitting up talk- 
ing cheerfully, he was seized with paraiysis 
of the heart, brought on by the shock 
sustained in the accident, and died shortly 
after. Mr. Francis was 73 years of age, and 
was for over twenty years Consul for the 
United States at Victoria, British Columbia, 
and for the past three years had been United 
States Consul to St. Thomas and Port Stanley. 
He has a daughter living on Staten Island. His 
family reside at Victoria, British Columbia, 
and none of his relatives were at his bedside 
when he died. Flags are floating at half-mast 
on all public buildings. The funeral will take 
place to-morrow here. 

FINANCIALLY EMBARRASSED.

THE NEW TARIFF. 


CITY OF MEXICO, via Galveston, August 4.— 
The treasury officials are greatly pleased with 
the outlook for the suecess of the new tariff 
put in force July 1. The tariff has now been 
in operation a month, and the results are 
justifying the expectations of its originators. 
At Vera Cruz, goods are piling up in the 


storehouses in such quantities as to tax 
the capacity of freight trains, 
and the merchants ot that port 
are begining to believe that 


its prosperity is assured. Heavy consign- 
ments of American and European goods are 
beginning to come into this city and the Cen- 
tral Railroad cannot find box cars enough to 
carry its freights, which is due not only to the 
increase of international business, but also to 
the remarkable development of interior 
freight traffic. Passenger traffic continues 
good on all lines. The construction of the 
main line of the National Railway is being act- 
ively pusbed, but on the southern division some 
trouble has been had with washouts. Treas- 
ury officials predict that the Vera Cruz Custom- 
house will show a large increase in receipts 
this fiscal year, and some predict an increase 
from the Paso del Norte Custom-house. The 
increase in the Government revenues makes 
iteasy to meet the interest on the foreign 
debt. and financially the country was never in 
a better condition. Finance-Minister Dub- 
lan reports a cash balance from the depart- 
ment budget for the last fiscal year most un- 
precedented in this country.

BOODLER M’GARIGLE’S LATEST INTERVIEW 
WITH A CHICAGO REPORTER. 


The Fugitive Chats Freely About His Case 
and Declares He Does Not Want to Die 
in Prison—The Chicago Authorities to 
Prosecute Him at Mostreal—Proofs of 
st. John’s Complicity—The Schooner 
Blake on Exhibition —Trial of the 
Boodlers. 


OnicaGo, III., August 4.—The correspondent 
ot a paper here telegraphs from St. Catherines, 
Ontario, what purports to be an extensive inter- 
view with McGarigle. The correspondent de- 
scribes the fugitive as looking very poorly. 
Atter some preliminary talk, in which he com- 
plained of misrepresentations by ambitious 
newspaper correspondents, MoGarigie 
said: „Now, I’m going to make 
you a short statement, and you will 
please let me take some of your 
paper. J will write down what say and you 
can copy it. In this way I will bave & copy 
and if it is changed I shall be able to show that 
you have misrepresented me. 

He then dictated a letter in which he reiter- 
ated his former statements that it was impos- 
sible for him to live in jail. He denies having 
offered to testify in behalf of the State and 
says there was nothing wrong with the hospi- 
tal management. He knows nothing that 
would connect M. C. McDonald with any sor 
of crime. He is anxious to make a settlewent 
of his affairs so as to go back to Chicago, but 
he cannot consent to die in the jail or peni- 
tentiary. 


HIS EXPERIENCE. 

On the train McGarigle gave an account of 
his experiences since he left Satnia. After 
driving to Wyoming and taking the train for 
London, as has been reported, he went to 
Hamilton and from there to Niagara Fallse— 
the Canada side, of course. From there he 
took the Canada Southern to Dunnville, 
changing tothe Grand Trunk at Port Col- 
borne. He was not, he says, in St. Catharines 
at all Tuesday, but passed through there on 
his way to the Falls. 

McGarigle when told about the Baxter case 
against him said he was not worried about 
that. He would get the officials of the Prov- 
ince of Ontario to give Montreal notice that 
she will have to prove the alleged perjury or 
defamation of character before be would go 
there. He is notafraid thatany charge of 
forgery can be trumped up against him. 

WELL HEELED. 

MeGarigle is very anxious for the arrival of 
the Blake, as he has valuable baggage on that 
vessel. His pockets are filled with money, and 
be evidently has interests ofa money charac- 
ter in the arrival of the Blake. McGarigle, it 
may be flatly stated, isin the care and keep- 
ing of Frederick St. John, brother of the doc- 
tor. This is not to say that he is at the St. 
John ‘mansion, which is the finest in St. 
Catharines, nor can the writer, with- 
out breaking faith with McGarigle, say what 
residence he has chosen. One of the most 
marvelous features of the case is the wonder- 
fulrisk which Dr. St. John has taken to aid 
MeGarigle to escape. When asked what he 
thought of Dr. St. John’s chances of going to 
the penitentiary, McGarigle broke down like 
achild. He would not even speak.

BIG BLAZES. 


A NUMBER OF BUSINESS HOUSES IN BALTI- 
MORE GUTTED BY FIRE. 


James D. Mason &Son’s Extensive Cracker 
Factory and Several Other Large Busi- 
ness Establishments Burned Out—A De- 
structive Covfilagration—Field Fires in 
Illinois—The Calumet & Hecla Mines on 
Fire. 


BaLTrMore, Mad., August 4.—Fire broke out 
this morning in the extensive cracker bakery 
of James D. Mason & Sons, on Pratt street, 
near Light, which was entirely destroyed With 
all its contents and machinery. It extended 
on the right to the double building occupied 
by Henderson, Laws & Co., crackers, cakes 
and candies, which was also destroyed. 


William Schulte, foreman of engine 
No. 12, was on one of the lower 
floors when the upper floors fell in 


and he was buried beneath the ruins and 
killed. His body bas not yet been recovered, 
Chief-Engineer Hennick of the Fire Depart- 
ment was on the same floor and was seriously 
injured. Hts death is feared. The flames con- 
tinued to spread on the right to the stove 
warehouse of Liebrandt, McDowell & Co., 
which was destroyed, and to the agricultural 
warehouse of E. Whitman & Sons, the 
upper part of which was burned out. 
On the left of the building in which 
the fire originated the book and stationery 
store of Newton Kugtz & Son, containing 4 
large stock, was burned, and all the upper 
floors of the grain and produce commission 
house of E. B. Owens & Co. were destroyed. 
The fire spread to the south and took hold of 
the rear of the tin warehouse of E. L. Parker 
& Co., fronting on Charles street, which was 
wrecked and the stock ruined. The damage is 
estimated at $60,000. The entire damage is now 
estimated ut upward of $500,000. 


A Disastreus Conflagration. 


TOLEDO, O., August 4.—At 3 o’clock this 
morning a telegraphic call for aid was received 
by the Toledo Fire Department from Bowling 
Green, the county seat of Wood County, 
eighteen miles distant, and an engine was at 
once dispatched by special train. The flames 
originated in a bakery in some unknown man-

Opinions of the Principal Federal Office-

In one case 
a Federal official was making speeches full of 
unfriendly criticism of the President. It seems 
to me that should justify removal.’’

have no doubt he Will. All that is needed 
is time forthe matter to get before him of- 
ficially for action. He will probably order an 
investigation to be made to determine the 
truth of the published reports, and if he finds 
the charges are true he will take appropriate 
action.’’ 

Do you think the people have a right to 
know the reasons forthe appointment or re- 
jection of an officer?’’ 

„Not always. An executive officer must 
have reasons for his action and generally he 
may not object to giving them, but at other 
times there may be reasons why he should not 
make public those reasons. The resolu- 
tion on that subject is a slap at the 
President for refusing to send his reasons and 
papers to the Senate when that body was con- 
sidering nominations. You remember he gave 
reasons for his refusal in a special message. 
Asforthe consideration of appointments by 
the Senate in open session, that body is 
Republican, and makes its own rules. 
Should the laws limiting the 
of offices be repealed?’’ 

The last Congress did that practically. All 
appointments are made subject to the pleasure 
of the President, and now when he removes 
an officer he does notsay ‘suspended,’ but 
‘removed.’ Commissions are made out for 
one, two or four years, according to 
the custom or law affecting the office, 
but the incumbent can be removed at any 
time. If appointive offices carried a specific 
length of term with commissions, should 
President Cleveland be succeeded — Mr. 
Blaine, the latter would be compelled to re- 
tain in his Cabinet such officials as Mr. La- 
mar, for instance, who have made good 
records.’’

MAXWELL’S LAST DAYS.

HOW THE LITTLE CHLOROFORMER SPENDS 
HIS REMAINING TIME. 


Careless and Cheerful in His Appearance 
and Actions—His Chats With His Father— 
His Fondness for Having His Picture 
Taken—He Talks About His Own Case 
and Other Murders and Murde,rers—The 
Application for a Writ of Error 


Neither the hot weather nor the critical sit- 
uation of his case has the slightest effect on 
the spirits of Maxwell. He is the same flip- 
pant fellow, ever ready to tell a joke 
or listen to one from another. 
His weary hours of confinement he whiles 
away reading novels, making paper stars 
and other fancy work of that character, and 
having photographs of himself taken. He 
may be said to have a mania for sitting for 
pictures. Harry Newbold, the city photog- 
rapher, has taken about thirty negatives of 
him, and perhaps nothing better illus- 
trates the character of the little foreigner 
than the positions taken by him insome of 
these pictures. In one he is reclining at ease 
on the desk inside the jail; in another he is 
leaning back inachair ina most don’t-care- 
a-rap position; in another he has his hat tilted 
back in a devil-may-care manner; in still 
another he is nonchalantly smoking a 
cigarette; and again he is at the ‘‘cage,’’ 
or wire screen of the jail, talking to visitors; 
another picture shows him in consultation 
with his attorney, Jobn I. Martin, and the 
other day he had some pictures of himself 
taken in a white fannelrowing suit. He al- 
ways selects his own positions, and the pho- 
tographer says he never saw his equal as a 
poser. Hecan take the most trying positions 
and hold them with a steadiness and nerve 
that is remarkable. 

THE PRISONER'S FATHER, 

Mr. Brooks of Hyde, England, visits him regu- 
larly, spending an hour or two every day at 
the screen of the jail talking to his son. The 
old gentleman rarely ever comes without 
bringing something for his boy to eat.

HE HAD WRONGED HER. 


THE ATTEMPT OF MBS. ELLA HARVEY TO 
MURDER COL, DEMING. 


Almost a Tragic Sequel to a Sensational 
Damage Suit—The Would-Be Murderess 
Deliberately Plans ‘the Deed — Poor 
Marksmanship Saves the Intended Vic- 
tim—Mrs. Harvey Arrested—Her Version 
at the Trouble—Col. Deming’s Statement. 


By Telegraph t6 the Post-DisPAton. 

New York, August 4.—Ella Harvey, a beau- 
tiful young woman with blue eyes and an 
abundance of light brown hair, attempted to 
assassinate Col. L. L. Deming at his boarding- 
house, No.9 West Twenty-first street, about 
5:80 o’clock last evening. Col. Deming, who 
isin a confidential position in the Gorham 
Manufacturing Company, 889 Broadway, met 
Mrs. Harvey yesterday afternoon about 2 
o’clock. They hada few moments conversa- 
tion, and Mrs. Harvey asked Deming to ac- 
company her to her home, 313 East Nineteenth 
street. He refused, and said that he had 
business engagements which prevented him. 
She hinted to him that it would be well 
for bim it he went with her, but he 
laughed at the implied threat and went to the 
store. What Mrs. Harvey's intentions were 
in trying to get Deming to go to her home is 
not known, but it is believed that she intended 
there to carry out the design which she at- 
tempted at his home. Mrs. Harvey, after 
Deming had gone away, walked in Broad- 
way for about an hour and then went to Dem- 
ing’s boarding-house. Mrs. Suydall and all 
her family were out when Mrs. Harvey called, 
and a servant answered her ring at 
the dell. She told the servant that 
she was well acquainted with Mrs. 
Suydall and had called to engage a room and 
asked the servant to show her through the 
house. The servant did so and Mrs. Harvey 
constantly plied her with questions as to who 
occupied the rooms. When the third floor 
was reached and the servant pointed to the 
large hall bed-room and said that Ool. Deming 
occupied it, Mrs. Harvey started suddenly and 
wanted to know who occupied the adjoining 
room. Being told that it was without a tenant 
she said quickly that she would take it. 

LYING IN WAIT. 

Mrs. Harvey told the servant that she would 
rest in the room until Mrs. Suydall came home, 
and took off ber hat and lay down on the bed, 
when the servant went away. Col. Deming 
came home about 5 o'clock, as has been his 
custom during the three weeks in which he 
has lived at Mrs. Suydall's house, and went to 
hisroom. The door to the adjoining room 
was closed. He closed the door to his room 
and changed his clothes, and read a paper for 
afew moments. About 5:30 o’clock he opened 
his door and started down stairs. He had 
taken only two or three steps in the 
hall when a woman’s figure appeared in the 


doorway of the adjoining room, and a second 
later there was a bright flash in the dimly 
lighted hall and Deming felt, as the woman 
fired the pistol, a, sharp twinge in his left 
breast, just over his heart. He thought that 
he had been shot and started toward the 
woman, who retreated into the room, and he 
saw thatshe was Mrs. Harvey. Mrs. Harvey 
threw the pistol, a small 22-calibre, across the 
room and said camly: 

Are you shot?“ 

es, replied Deming, ‘‘I am.’’ 

He thought that the wound was a serious 
one at first, but after waiting for a moment 
and finding that the ball had only grazed his 
body he caimly told Harvey that as she 
had thrown away the pistol it was evident that 
she did not intend to shoot at him again, and 
he would go around the corner and get a cup 
of coffee. Hetold the woman that she had 
made a fool of herself and she had better put 
on her hat and get out of the house as soon as 
possible. With that he left her and went to 
supper. Mrs. Harvey waited in the house 
spose half an hour after the shooting and 

en 

HURRIEDLY WENT INTO THES STREET, 

telling the servant that there had been a little 
trouble up-stairs and that she had decided not 
to walt for Mrs. Suydall's return. Mrs. Har- 
vey waited a few minutes in frontof the house, 
as it undecided which way to go, and then 
went to Twenty-third street and Sixth avenue 
and took the Sixth Avenue elevated train to 
Forty-second. She got off there and walked 
around Bryant Park several times, and then 
went across the street to the north side of 
Forty-second street and stood near the corner 
of Fifth avenue, as if waiting for some one. 
Officer Holmes of the Twenty-third Precinct 
turned into Forty-second street from Fiith 
avenue and was startled by Mrs. Harvey rush- 
ing wildly up to him with a pistol in her hand 
and saying: 

‘‘Thave just killed a man at No. 9 West 
Twenty-first street. Here is the pistol.’’ 

The officér took her to the Thirty-ütth Street 
Station and went to No.9 West Twenty-first 
street, and found thatthe woman ha@ been 
there and had shot at Deming, but had not 
hurt him, as she had stated. Mrs. Harvey 
was then transferred to the Thirtieth Street 
Station and Detective Price took her to Mrs. 
Suydall’s house. Deming was at home and he 
identified Mrs. Harvey as the person who had 
— ey to shoot him, but declined to pros- 
ecute her,as he said he had no desire to appear 
against her. He was told, that Mrs. Hurvey 
would be arrested on the charge of assault 
upon her own confession, but he still insisted 
that he had no intention to make complaint 
against her. Mrs. Harvey was taken back to 
the police station, and when she saw the 
prison bars she exclaimed as she entered: 

ny did I doit! Iam sorry now. 

Restoratives were given to Rer and she was 
locked up. She told the sergeant who was on 
duty that she was22 years oid, married, and 
Was a nurse. She said that 

DEMING HAD WRONGED HER 
and that she had shot him because of what he 
had done. She refused to go into the particu- 
‘lars of her injury, and expressed a desire that 
nothing be said about the case to the PostT- 
DISPATCH correspondcnt. 

Deming was seen last night by the reporter. 
He was in bed, and at first refused to say any- 
thing about the case. Finally he said that he 
had known Mrs. Harvey for several years. 
He had trouble with her which began ‘about 
two years ago. What the nature of the trouble 
was he refused to state, but said it was 
not any that reflected upon his honor, He 
had a considerable military record, and 
had never wronged a woman. He said that 
there was good cause for the shooting, looking 
at it from the woman’s point of view, bat that 
the trouble had been amicably settied. as he 
supposed. He admitted that he had been 
sued for $20,000 by Mrs. Harvey’s husband. 
Papers had been served upon him, but the case 
had never appeared in court. Deming ha 
turned the matter over to his lawyer, who h 
settled it. He would not state the nature ‘of 
the settlement. He summed up his case in 
what is termed a ‘‘little fiction.’’ He said: 
*‘Suppose a man takes a beautiful married 
woman to Delmonico’s,and has dinner, drinks 
some wine and has a good time, but does 
nothing wrong, and her husband should hear 
of hie wife beiug there with a man. Then the 
husband becomes enraged and brings suit 
against the man who was with his wife for $20, - 
000." Then Deming said that his relations 
with Mrs. Harvey might be similar to the ‘‘lit- 
tle fiction,’’ and that was all there was to 
it.

Funding the City’s Debt—Killed by the Cars— 
Minor Happenings. 


Ever since the holders of city bonds ob- 
tained mandamus judgments in the United 
States Court, the funding of the city’s debt has 
been agitated, and such ascheme is now likely 
to be soon consummated. Tofund the debtis 
the only way to escape its payment in the im- 
mediate future, andasthe necessary amount 


to liquidate it could only be raised by the levy- 
ing of atax which would virtually amount 

a confiscation of all the property in the city. 
Mayor Stephens and City- Attorney Davis have 
been negotiating with the bond-holders to get 
them to agree to having the debt funded 
at a fair rate of interest. Mr. Sanderson 
of Springfield, one of the largest of the 
bondholders anda representative for all the 
rest has been stopping at Hurst’s Hotel, in St. 
Louis, for several days, and the city officials 
have held several conferences with him. He 
said that the bondholders were not at all de- 


sirous of forcing the immediate 
payment of their money, provided 
they could secure. the payment 
of a favorable rate of interest. The officials 


asked him to make a proposition. He said 
that if the city government would agree to 
fund the debtfor twenty years, at the rate of 
5 per cent, the bondholders would agnee to 
accept 90 per cent on judgments and 85 per 
cent on unsued bonds. The officials consider 
their proposition a very fair one, and at the 
next meeting of the City Council a special 
elaction will probably be called to submit it to 
the people. 
KILLED BY THE CARS.

for the third time that the change from Bis- 
sell’s Point to the Chain of Rocks be made: 

It will secure for all time to come water 
not contaminated by sewage, as the intake 
will be above all influence of town drainage, 
shore nuisances or washings incidental to the 
suburbs ofacity. Atthe Chain the founda- 
tions for the machinery can be had on solid 
rock, while at Bissell’s Point is would be some 
twenty-two feet above the rock. Also, the 

round at the Chain gives a much better 
oundation for the masonry at the settli 
basins than at Bissell’s Point. An estima 
can be made tor construction at the Chain 
with much more accuracy than at Bisseli’s 
Point. In tbe latter case the cost of construc- 
tion Is more Mable to be largely increased by 
accidents. The estimate for the Ohain in- 
cludes the cost of new machinery in place of 
that now in use at Bissell’s Point, which (as- 
suming that the works atthe Chain may be 
put in operation in 1888-9) will have been in 
constant operation for seventeen or eighteen 
years. he Chain of Rocks construc- 
tion will enable a storage of f- 
tered water to be made in the present basins. 
After the consumption reaches 45,000,000 to 
50,000,000 gallons per day, such storage will be 
absolutely required. „ in addition to the es- 
timate given for the extension at Bisseil’s 
Point, provision of this kind be added, the 
expense of construction would largely ex- 
ceed the expense of building atthe Chain of 
Rocks. It would be practically impossible to 
sewer the area of the city that drains into the 
river above the present location of the low- 
service works, sothat the storm water could 
be delivered into the river below the present 
intake. The sewage proper could thus 
treated, but this would require a double sys- 
tem of sewers, the extra cost of 
which would be over one million dollars 
and a large annual expenditure for pumping. 
The ground between Broadway and the river, 
for three and a half miles above Bissell’s 
Point, being very suitable for the purpose, 
will undoubtedly, to agreat extent, be cov- 
ered with factories of one kind and another; 
the transportation of materials used here will 
be largely by river, and thus, within the next 
twelve or fifteen 4. — there will probably be 

uite a number of river craft lying along the 
shore just above the place where the water for 
the supply of the city would be taken, should 
the extension be made at Bissell’s Point. 

‘‘Owing to their location, the present basins 
at Biseell’s Point cannot be cleaned from 
about the middle of April to the middle of 
September, whereby their capacity is reduced 
fully one-fifth. At the Chain of Rocks the 
elevation of the ground is such that the set- 
tling basins can be placed high enough to be 
cleaned atall stages of water, and the in- 
creased slope to the conduits that carry the 
sediment back to the river will iusure the 
handling of the material in less time and at 
less expense than obtains in the present 
basins. *’

CONGRESSIONAL LINES. 


Some Confusion Threatened by Changes in 
Ward Lines. 


Acorrespondent asks a description of the 
dividing line between the Eighthand Ninth 
Congressional districts. Recorder Williams 
was applied to for the information and, after ex- 
amining the new maps carefully, discovers 
that under the new arrangement of wards 
and precincts some trouble will be expe- 
rienced at the next Congressional election, 


and possibly it may require some legislation 
to straighten matters out. He describes the 
line as toliows: 

„»The dividing line between the Eighth and 
Ninth Congreasional District of Missouri has 
on ite northern side wards No. 4, 12, 20 and 
28, as established by the scheme and charter 
in 1876, and on its southern side wards No. 2, 
10, 18 and 27, established as aforesaid. 

It may be more clearly defined as follows: 
Commencing on the river bank at the foot of 
Carr street, thencé west on Carr street to 
Third street, thence south on Third street to 
Wash street, thence west on Wash street to 
Seventeenth street, thence north on 
Seventeenth street to Carr street, thence weat 
on Carr street to Jefferson avenue 
thence north on Jefferson avenue to Stoddard 
street; thence west on Stoddard street to Glas- 
gow avenue; thence north on Glasgow avenue 
to Gamble avenue; thence west on Gamble 
avenue to Easton avenue; thence northwest on 
Easton avenue to Dickson street at junction 
with Webster avenue; thence along the center 
line of Dickson street prolonged westwardly 
in a direct line to the western city limits as 
established in 1855 (600 feet west of Grand av- 
enue), thence southwardly with said western

THE ASPIRANTS FOR THE DEMOCRATIC 
VICE-PRESIDENTIAL NOMIN ATION. 


A Vigorous Boom Started for Postmaster 
General Vilas— The Stevenson Boom 
Wrecked by the Friends of Vilas—Solid 
With Cleveland—Messrs. Higgins, Thomas 
and Rasin—The Land Indemnity Cases.

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 4.—An exciting 
contest is being waged by friends of several 
prominent Democrats here for the second 
place on the Presidential ticket next year. 
Each candidate advocates Cleveland for the 
first place, but modestly insists that he ts bet- 
ter fitted for the second place than any other 
man in the country. Postmaster-General Vilas 
is prominent in this class. His friends have 
been quietly working up a Vilas boom for some 
time. The Postmaster-General has taken no 
active part towards securing the nomination, 
but he has smiled approvingly on the work of 
hie friends in that direction. Mr. Stevenson, 
the First Assistant Postmaster-General, had a 
boom under way about six months ago, but of 
late it has apparently been seized with severe 
ijliness. His friends account for it by saying 
it has met the Vilas boom and hed to give way. 
Mr. Stevenson is very popular with the old 
line Democrats. He showed a disposition 
from the start to make changes among the 
fourth-class postmasters, and did not insist 
upon having a charge of offensive partisan- 
ship established againsta Republican before 
he would remove him. His popularity in- 
creased and many enthusiastic Democrats 
suggested his name for the Vice-Presidency. 
Mr. Vilas did not pay much attention to this 


at first, but sometime ago it was noticed 
that the Postmaster-General began to take a 
hand ein the appointing of fourth-class post- 
masters. Stevenson's boom was called in. 
GEN. BLACK A CANDIDATE. 
Pension-Commissioner Black appears to 
have the Vice-Presidential fever very bad. He 
certainly has a large number of indiscreet 
friends. Numerous bulletin and circulars 
have been sent out from the Pension Bureau 
during the past six weeks, calling attention to 
the efficiency of the management of the Pen- 
sion Office, and bow much better the old sol- 


diers are faring under Democratic rule 
than when the Republicans were in 
power. These maniiestoes were started 


soon after the Confederate-flag episede and 
— up ostensibly to prove that Mr. Cleve- 
and was the soldier's friend notwithstanding, 
but these ociroulars invariably wound up with 
a eulogistic notice of Gen. Black, and inci- 
dental 7 mentioned what a strong candidate 
he would make for the Vice-Presidency. Gen. 
Black has succeeded in getting a great deal 
of work outoftheemployes of ‘his bureau, 
and he has corrected a good many abuses, 
but some of his friends think it would be 
advisabie for him to call off his circular 
mers. 
SPARKS AFTER IT. 

Gen. Sparks, Commissioner of the Land 
Office, has been very quiet of late, but his 
friends say that he is in the feld tostay. An 
effort has been made to obtain a favorable ex- 
pression from Cleveland for one of the above 
candidates, but so far the President has kept 
his lips closed. As they have all hoisted 
Cleveland's name for the first place, the Pres- 
ol friends say it would be unwise to in- 
terfere.
